On the basis of evidence in the record3ln the ineteht‘case, the Com=~
mission finds that this claimant comes within thehtetmsuef the Cox decision;
that she was an American netional et the requisite timeéj'that she has been”
the owner of 7 shares of steck in the Cehtral_Vibleta‘Sygar Cbmpany; S.A.
since prior to October 13, l960§ and that she éuffefedla-ldss'ih the amount
of $213.02 within the meaning of Tltle V of: the Act, Further the Commis;
sion finds that the amount of loss sustalned shall be 1ncreased by interest

thereon at the rate of 67 per annum from October 13, 1960 the date of
loss, to the date on which provisionse are made for the settlement thereof
